Commenting on the way Amer- 
ficans have reacted to the pro- 
posal of Russia’s Jacob Malik, 
which touchéd off the current 
cease-fire negotiations in Korea, 
Marshall said: 

“T am more shocked by what 
has happened in recent days than 
I have been any time since I 
have been in Washington.

WASHINGTON, July 27—Presi- 
dent Truman yesterday avoided 
an opportunity to make .clear 
where he stands on proposals for 
a Missouri Valley Authority, re- 


vived after the recent disastrous 
flood there. 

He was asked by the Post- 
Dispatch at his press conference 
late yesterday if he would “throw 
the weight of his administration” 
behind the establishment of an 
MVA, as urged in a letter sent to 
him Tuesday by Phil Murray, 
president of the CIO. 

Truman replied that he would 
answer Murray's letter in due 
course; that he did not propose to 


reply now to a letter made pub- 
lic before it reached him. His 
reply to Murray, he said, would 
be made public after Murray had 
had time to receive it—he thought 
he owed. him the courtesy to wait 
until then. . 


Truman’s phrasing of the re- 
sponse to the question, of course, 
implied a rebuke to Murray, whose 
labor organization has been for 
years an advocate of the MVA 
proposals, and ene from which 
the President has drawn consid- 
erable political support. 

Past Attitude on MVA. 

Another question put by the re- 
porter was whether, independent 
of any letter from Murray, the 
President would now say what if 
anything he intended to do about 
MVA. To this Truman replied he 
would not, adding that the re- 
porter knew where he stood on 
MVA. l 

So far as can be recalled the 
only unprompted indorsement of 
MVA, specifically, that has come 
from Truman was in the course of 
a 1944 campaign speech when he 
was a candidate for Vice Presi- 
dent. He has, from time to time, 
at press conferences, indorsed 
MVA in general terms, and the 
idea of valley authorities gen- 
erally. On occasions he has re- 
ferred favorably to valley authori- 
ties in messages to Congress. 

But he has not, as President, 
“thrown the weight of his ad- 
ministration“ behind the MVA 
and this was what the Murray 
letter asked him to do. 

Four years ago, after a cata- 
strophic flood in the lower Mis- 
souri valley, which was then the 
fourth in six years, the Post-Dis- 
patch learned on the highest au- 
thority that Truman intended to 
propose to Congress within a few 
days a grandiose scheme for con- 
trolling floods throughout the en- 
tire Mississippi basin, from the 
Appalachians to the Rockies, and 
to recommend its completion 
within 10 years. It was made 
clear then that the larger scheme 
did not represent abandonment of 
Truman’s formal indorsement of 
the Missouri Valley Authority 
plan, but that he considered MVA 
as an integral part of the larger 


an. 

After White House advisers had 
reviewed the political feasibility 
of Truman’s original scheme, 
which called for increasing flood 
control authorizations. as distinct 
appropriations, to eight billion 
dollars from the six billion dol- 
lars at which they then stood, the 
Truman message as it ‘went to 
Congress was for an immediate 
appropriation of $250,000,000 to 
get started on an accelerated 10- 
year program of flood control. 

Truman’s 1947 Message. 

The message did not call for 
an increase in flood control au- 
thorization, nor did it specifically 
refer to MVA. But it referred re- 
peatedly to valley authorities” 
and said at one point that what 
Truman recommended did 
change the desirability of the 
ultimate establishment of valley 


authorities.” 

But it said, the situation was 
so urgent then that steps should 
be takep to the program 
without awaiting determination 
of “the administrative pattern for 
the various regional valley de-

An increase from 5800 to. 7200 
in the number of low-cost housing 
units authorized for planning by 
the St. Louis Housing Authority, 
under its five-year program which 
started two years ago, was ap- 
proved by the Public Housing Ad- 
ministration at Washington yes- 
terday. 

Gerard B. Cleary, executive di- 
rector of the local housing au- 
thority, said his office requested 
the increase two weeks ago to 
permit site + studies, icularly 
near the authority’s existing Clin- 
ton-Peabody development south 
of Chouteau avenue. 

The 5800 units had been au- 
thorized’ by PHA for the first two 
years of the program, out of a to- 
tal of 12,000 units for which the 
local authority has “shelf” reser- 
vations under the five-year pro- 
gram, Cleary explained.

SALES HERE 17 PCT. 
BELOW YEAR AGO 


Department store sales in St. 
Louis last week, on a dollar vol- 
ume basis, were 17 per cent lower 
than a year ago, but 4 per cent 
higher than in the comparable 
week of 1949, the Federal Reserve 
Bank reported today.

to John D. Blong, secretary of 
the police board.

Statement by Governor. 


In Jeffefson City Gov. Forrest 
Smith said: Mr. Holzhausen gave 
willingly and freely of his time, 
far beyond the call of duty, and 
helped make his city and our 
state a better place in which to 
live. Together with the other 
members of the police board, he 
made it plain by their action 
that there is no place for organ- 
ized crime in Missouri.” 

Mayor Joseph M. Darst issued 
a statement terming Mr. Holz- 
hausen’s death the loss of a great 
leader and city benefactor. “Few 
men ever held the position with 
the high esteem which has been 
his,” he said. 

Charles H. Ostertag, treasurer 
of the Police Board, declared: 
“Under Mr. Holzheusen's courage- 
ous leadership, the policies of the 
board have given the St. Louis 
police department an international 
reputation. We shall carry on 
those policies.” 

Flags at Half Staff. 


Maurice A. Roberts, vice presi- 
dent of the Police Board, is ex- 
pected to serve as acting presi- 
dent until a new head is nomi- 
nated by the Governor and con- 
firmed by the State Senate. 

Gov. Smith, who said he 
planned to attend the funeral, de- 
clined to comment on reports that 
Roberts would be the new presi- 
dent. He said he had not re- 
ceived any recommendations as to 
a successor for Mr. Holzhausen. 

Flags at City Hall, the police 
stations and other municipal 
buildings were lowered to half 
staff. 

Mr. Holzhausen was 2 political 
unknown—he had never held 
public office, and most politicians 
here had never heard of him— 
When Gov. Smith wunexpect- 
edly named him to head the 
Police Board on March 7, 1949. 
The appointment of a man who 
had never been in the public eye 
or made any policy commitments 
cheered gamblers who had made

Finnegan’s Wife Got Stock. 

Senator Williams reported that 
120 shares of American Lithofold 
stock were transferred from 
Blauner to Finnegan’s wife April 
14, 1949, four weeks after Finne- 
gan went on the company payroll 
as “administrative legal ad- 
viser.’ Then Finnegan negoti- 
ated the $12,000 loan from Tower 
Grove bank, with Blauner and 
W. F. Leschen as endorsers, pledg- 
ing Mrs. Finnegan’s stock shares 
as collateral. Payments on the 
bank loan were made not by 
Finnegan, but by American Litho- 
fold, Senator Williams pointed 
out. 

Blauner was told about today’s 
disclosure by the Post-Dispatch 
that E. Merl Young, Washington 
influence peddler, attempted to 
put pressure on the St. Louis 
RFC office to approve the loan to 
American Lithofold. Blauner said: 

“If any call was made by Young 
to the St. Louis RFC office, it 
was not authorized by us or sug- 
gested by our company.” 

Blauner related American Lith- 
ofold at first obtained a loan of 
$1,771,000 from the Smaller War 
Plants Corp., an RFC affiliate. 
“We had done a lot of war work 
—so much so that when the time 
came for conversion: to peacetime 
work, we found we had lost most 
of our commercial business,” he 
said. “That was the reason for the 
loan to tide us over.” 

Rejected Three Times. 

On Nov. 19, 1948, the company 
applied for an RFC loan of 3548. 
219. That application was reject- 
ed three times by the St. Louis 
and Washington offices of RFC. 


After Boyle and Finnegan were 


employed by American Lithofold, 
the RFC board of directors re- 
versed themselves and granted 
loans totaling $565,000, starting 
March 3, 1949. 

Asked why the RFC loan was 
paid off suddenly, Blauner said: 
“RFC officials were trying to im- 
pose impossible restrictions on the 

- in 1949 and early 
1950.” 


One restriction, he continued, 
“was that the RFC wanted us 
to give up our Washington office 
and operate from a hotel room. 
That was ridiculous.” 

American Lithofold paid its 
debt in full to RFC Aug. 30, 
1950, less than four months after 
an investigation of Finnegan's of- 
fice was started by the Treasury 
Department. 

The company borrowed money 
from Walter E. Heller Co., a Chi- 


cago commercial financing com- 
pany, to pay off the RFC loans. 
Asked about the loan from the 
Heller Co., which had charged 
American Lithofold 12 per cent 
interest on an earlier loan, Blau- 
ner said: “That was a private 
affair.“ The interest also was a 
business affairs.” The rate of 
interest also was a “private af- 
fair,” he added.

It’s all just a by-product of 
the inflated college athletics 
program. What do you expect

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NAVY’S READINESS 
BEST SINCE WAR, 
SAYS MATTHEWS 


WASHINGTON, July 27 (AP)— 
Retiring Secretary of the Navy 
Matthews said yesterday the Navy 
“is in the best state of readiness 
that it has ever reflected except 
during World War II.” 

He said so in a letter to Presi- 
dent Truman formally submitting 
his resignation, effective July 31. 

Matthews has been nominated 
and confirmed by the Senate as 
Ambassador to Ireland and will 
leave soon for his new post. He is 
being succeeded as Navy 
by Dan Kimball. 

The White House made public 
an exchange of letters. 

Addressing Matthews as “Dear 
Frank,” the President said he is 
reluctant to lose his services in 
the Navy post and congratulated 
him for his work “during a period 
of transition and crisis.”

The 
knottiest problem of the agenda talks was cre- 
ated by the Communists’ desire to link foreign 
troop withdrawal with the cease-fire, for propa- 
ganda purposes; but when they were firmly re-

What they settled for was an agreement -to 
discuss recommendations to the negotiators’ gov- 
ernments. This recognizes that the ultimate 
withdrawal of foreign troops, together with the 
conditions making withdrawal possible, is à po- 
litical question for settlement by the govern- 
ments, not by military leaders in the field.

cies.” 

Maybe this flowed perforce out of MacAr- 
thur’s condemnation of the current “unconscion- 
able burden of taxation.” Anybody who wants 
not only a limit on future spending but also a 
reduction in present spending must be tempted 
to criticize the military and the foreign aid 
budgets since these now represent so great a 
part of all the Government’s expenditures. 

In warning against “the dangerous illusion 
that our wealth is inexhaustible,” MacArthur 
most faithfully echoed Senator Taft—just as 
Taft echoes MacArthur on the failure to extend 
the Korean fighting to China. And there’s the 
question: Was this a pro-MacArthur speech or a 
pro-Taft speech? : 

Whichever it was, the speech must have made 
many Americans wonder what kind of man it 
is who can brandish his five stars and his uni- 
form so unashamedly in the service of politics.

The House decision on the conference bill 
relating to public housing is such a bad deci- 
sion that the Senate should continue to insist 
on its own version. 

The Senate had voted to permit construction 
of 50,000 public housing units this year, the 
House to permit 5000. Conferees accepted the 
higher figure, but now the House, by a vote of 
188 to 186, has sent the bill back to conference 
with instructions to stick by the 5000 limitation.

PARIS. 
How little Europe realizes how late it 
really is in the East-West crisis is clearly 
illustrated by the strong objections of the 
French and British to any United States 
arrangement with Spain for air and naval 
bases. : 


No one underestimates the problems 
which could arise by co-operation with 
Generalissimo Francisco Franco. But 
when the sheer survival of a nation is 
considered under the impact of great dan- 
ger, then one might think that such con- 
siderations would be given second place. 


A French spokesman, commenting on 
the proposed American deal with Gen. 
Franco, pointed out that a Spanish- 
American agreement would be “unavoid- 
ably supporting a regime whose undemo- 
eratle administration was contrary to the 
principles of the United States and other 
democratic members of the Atlantic Pack” 


At this point it may be well to remem- 
ber that in June 1941, when the Germans 
invaded Russia, the British Government 
with alacrity recognized the Soviet Union 
as an ally in the fight against Hitlerism. 
And, after Pearl Harbor, Washington took 
the same attitude, 


A World Back to 1941? 


In some respects the situation today is 
similar to that of 10 years ago. Instead 
of Nazism it now is Soviet Communism 
that threatens the free world. Some ob- 
Servers here, therefore, feel that the 
Western Powers at this stage should re- 
member 1941 and concentrate on military, 
not on moral, issues in choosing their 


allles. 


Outside the question of naval and air 
bases needed in Spain to back up the 
whole organization of the western end of 
the European continent there is an addi- 
tional factor which Western .

50 Per Cent Down on Cars. 


But the indirect controls ap- 
plied in Canada are much tighter 
than those which the Congress 
in Washington has just weakened 
along with the emasculation of 
direct controls. For example, the 
down payments required for a 
new or a used auto is 50 per cent, 
with only 12 months to pay. Sim- 
ilarly, tight credit restrictions 
apply on most other installment 
buying. 

The Canadian Government has

States is sharp, and the reason, 
or at least an important reason, 
seems to me also to be obvious.

Respect for Government. 


Wild men are not permitted to 
run off in every direction mak- 
ing mincemeat of party policy. 
Responsible cabinet members 
work co-operatively with respon- 
sible civil cervants who seem to 
have an almost dedicated sense of 
duty. 

Canada had a Communist spy 
ring that was exposed through 
the careful and secret investiga- 
tion of a royal commission, which 
published a full and complete re- 
port that is one of the most re- 
markable documents of our time. 
Some minor employes in Gov- 
ernment departments were found 
to have been drawn into this spy 
ring. That was in 1946. 

But no Canadian politician has 
used that as a means to attack 
all civil servants and thereby to 
undermine confidence in all gov- 
ernment. The word is responsi- 
bility—and the contrast is mighty 


refreshing.

The conflict is magnified by 
religious and communal issues 
and different attitudes toward 
life. The Moslem is essentially 
democratic, without class preju- 
dice, and respects all believers in 
one God. The Hindu is ruled by 
an aristocratic -and rigid caste 
system with the priestly caste of 
Brahmins at the top and succes- 
sive castes of warriors, merchants 
and tillers of the soil underneath. 
At the bottom are the untouch- 
ables who were the native popula- 
tion of India before the Hindu 
conquest. A Brahmin considers 
a Moslem or a Christian as be- 
longing to the untouchables. 

The Moslem is gregarious, easy- 
going and a free spender, while 
the Hindu is cautious, saving and 
a good merchant. The Moslems 
cannot compete on equal terms 
with the Hindus who have be- 
come the merchants and money- 
lenders and, therefore, the op- 
pressors of the Moslems. The 
Moslems are anxibus to get rid 
of the Hindus. Because of the 
tradition of Hindu oppression 
they have looted, raped, and 
killed to drive them out. The 
Hindus have retaliated in kind. 
In Calcutta 15,000 people were 
killed in riots in four days. 

All this intense feeling is build- 


ing up again and is evidenced by | 


the renewed hordes of refugees 
crossing the borders. 

If the initial fault in Kashmir 
lay with Pakistan, the fault today 
lies with India. Nehru, who 
passes as a great and objective 
statesman, has not been able to 
rise atove the passions that have 
been aroused.

The movie version of Edward Chodorov's play, “KIND 
LADY,” showing at the ORPHEUM, may be a trifle too slick

Jack Brennan, Retiring After 32 Years, Recalls Shootings, Other Events hn tie as e

Terrible“ Touhy gang walked 
toward their apartment in a 


Chicago building one day in 1942. 
then 


At the door 


door they stopped. 
‘stepped back, sensing danger. 


A moment later one of them 
fired a shot into the apartment, 


‘where two Federal Bureau of In- 


vestigation agents were hiding. 
Then from the door of an adjoin- 


ing apartment a third FBI- man 


stepped out, firing a shotgun. 
One hoodlum turned in time to 
fire at the federal agent, but the 


other spun down a stairway, fatal-. 


ly wounded. Additional officers 
promptly joined in thé action and 
the second gangster was shot and 
killed. 

The man with the ready shot- 
gun in the killing of the two 
Touhy mobsters was John E. 
(Jack) Brennan of St. Louis, who 
retired recently after 32 years as 
an FBI agent. 

Brennan's quiet retirement was 
in marked contrast to his active 
career as a G-man. Director J. 
Edgar Hoover, who takes crime 
enforcement in stride, noted that 
Brennan was someone unusual, 
even among FBI agents. 

In a tong letter to Brennan 
upon his retirement, Hoover said: 
“Again, I am not unmindful that 
yours was a remarkable career...” 

Brennan was in six gun fights 
as an FBI agent, and participated 
in practically all the bureau’s 
major kidnaping cases since the 
Lindbergh law was enacted in 
1932. 

In World War II, he operated 
the wireless station in Long Is- 
land used by the FBI in the 
Frederick J. Duquesne espionage 
case. Fake messages were sent 
over the station to Hamburg, 
Germany, where the Nazis thought 
they were hearing from one of 
their own agents. 

The versatile Brennan is also 
a fingerprint expert. One of his 
assignments in the Toughy case 
was to get into the gangsters’ 
apartment in their absence, and 
take fingerprints from liquor bot- 
tles to make certain the occu- 
pants were the men the FBI were 


seeking.

LTHOUGH technically sta- 
A tioned in St. Louis since 1925, 

which made him the agent 
longest in this office, Brennan 
spent much of his time out of 
town as FBI officials in Washing- 
ton summoned him for special 
jobs. 

Just prior to his retirement, he 
had been working on the 31, 
000,000 Brink’s robbery case in 
Boston. 

In 1934 a wealthy St. Paul 
(Minn.) banker named Edward G. 
Bremer was abducted 
for $200,000 ransom. Brennan 
was one of the agents called in 
from various parts of the coun- 
try to solve the case and was 
placed in charge. 

Thus began a series of investi- 
gations that was to bring him 
into contact with such notorious 
criminals as Arthur (Doc) Barker, 
Alvin Karpis, Harvey Bailey, Ma- 
chine Gun Kelly and John Dillin- 


ger. 

Although Brennan was not in 
on the killing of Dillinger in Chi- 
cago in 1934, he was one of the 
agents who participated in the 
gun fight with Dillinger and his 
gang at Little Bohemia, a Wiscon- 
sin resort, a few months earlier. 

However, Brennan's closest 
escape did not result from ex- 
changing bullets with big-time 
criminals. A “punk” automobile 
thief drew a pistol when Brennan 
started to arrest him here in 
1925, and in the ensuing struggle 
for the weapon, a shot was fired 
and the bullet grazed Brennan’s 
forehead, leaving a scar. 

Brennan doesn’t have much to 
say about the shooting incidents 
during his career, however.

“It’s over so fast, you really 
don’t know what’s going on,” he 
said. When it’s you or the other 
guy, you empty that revolver or 
shotgun in a hurry.” 

Brennan saw all the major kid- 
napping cases on which he 
worked brought to a successful 
conclusion, but the arrest that 
gave him most satisfaction was 
one that occurred in 1925. 

Before Brennan was trans- 
ferred here from Chicago that 
year, his partner was Edwin C. 
Stranahan. Just two weeks after 
Brennan’s transfer, a hoodlum 
named Martin Durkin shot Stran- 
ahan, who became the first F.B.I. 
special agent to be killed in line 
of duty. 

When Durkin was captured 
soon thereafter. on a train in 
Webster Groves, Brennan led the 
arresting party. 

Most of the big-time criminals 
of the Dillinger era, said Bren- 
nan, were good shots as the re- 
sult of constant practice. The 
hoodlums found it easy to steal 
weapons of all types, especially 
from small-town police depart- 
ments. 

Their one big problem was 
keeping an adequate. supply of 
machine-gun “clips” and frequent- 


ly the gangsters gave clues on 


their whereabouts by trying to 
buy this ammunition. 

“The notorious criminals of the 
30s were different than one 
would imagine,“ Brennan said. 
“The public conception of them 
was as rough, tough guys, but 
most were mild spoken and fairly 
well educated. 

“I interviewed Alvin Karpis over 
a period of several months and 
he was one of the nicest fellows 
to talk to you ever saw. ‘Doc’ 
Barker (shot to death in 1939 
while attempting to escape from 
Alcatraz) was perhaps an excep- 
tion. He was pleasant enough 
but he let you know he was a 
‘tough little guy’—and he was. 

“Most of the big gangsters are 
relatively small in stature. That 


may be one psychological expla- 
nation of why they go in for 
crime. 

“It’s strange, though, how one 
man will become known as the 
leader of a gang when actually 
the real leader is someone else. 
The public heard little of Fred C. 
(Shotgun Zeigler) Goetz, yet he 
was the real brains behind the 
so-called Barker - Karpis mob. 
Goetz was later shot and killed 
by gangsters in Cicero, III.“ 

Brennan, who was on the FBT's 
first pistol team, which competed 
at Camp Perry in 1935, and was 
named an instructor when the 
bureau began its firearms train- 
ing in 1934, had no fear of ex- 
changing shots with criminals 
when such action was expected. 

“An FBI agent, with his inten- 
sive firearms training, has a big 
advantage over any criminal with 
any type of weapon,” Brennan 
pointed out. “He can shoot 
straighter and faster. It’s just a 
question of not being caught by 
surprise.”

RENNAN described an ineident 
Bin which he convinced a group 

of police officers of the value 
of surprise but which didn’t make 
his superiors too happy. 

Brennan, as also an instructor 
for police training schools con- 
ducted by the FBI, was showing 
how armed criminals could be 
disarmed in.an emergency. For 
the demonstration, Brennan was 
using a sheriff for a subject. 

Police officers in the audience 
wanted to know what could be 
done if the criminal kept his fire- 
arm out of arm’s reach. In an- 
swer, Brennan let fly with a. kick, 
which sent the pistol spinning 
out of the surprised sheriff's 
hand.

I'll admit I was em- 
barrassed when we learned that 
in the Bundestag of the West 
German Parliament 8 per cent 
of the places are keld by women, 
whereas in our Congress only 2 
per cent are women,” Ms. Men- 
gerson said.

grain of salt is, of course,

The directions 
concluded with these words‘ “to 
be taken fasting, a grain of salt 
being added.” 

The allusion has been cited as 
the origin of our phrase, “Take 
it with a grain of salt.”

The “Natur 
History,” which Pliny produced 
of the turn of the first century 


A.D., is a compilation—dear to 


the heart of the researcher—of 
facts, practically every known 
fact about the nature of things up 
to Pliny’s time. ee from 
this environment, the p here 
hardly lends itself to interpreta- 
tion as metaphor, but rather as 
a literal statement. Thus we have 
an interesting story, but hardly a 
definitive answer as to the exact 


origin of the old Latin phrase or 
our modern use of it.
